John Partridge was an almanac maker who had brought the art of equi- 
vocation to an unusual pitch of perfection and was in consequence regarded as 
the head of his profession. Unluckily for him Swift conceived the idea of 
entertaining the London wits at his expense, and opened his operations by 
publishing the above mock almanac, in which he predicted with some precision 
the death of the former. On March 30th a pamphlet appeared in which is 
given a minute description of Partridge’s death, concluding with a confession 
by the latter that he was an impostor. This prepared the way for the broad- 
side elegy, concluding with an epitaph : 


‘* Here, five foot deep, lies on his back, 
A cobbler, star-monger, and quack, 
Who to the stars in pure good will 
Does to his best look upward still : 
Weep, all ye customers that use 
His pills, his almanacks, or shoes.’

The fame of Bickerstaff spread throughout Europe, and the Inquisition of 
Portugal, hearing the predictions had been fulfilled, ordered the pamphlet to 
be burned, fearing the promptings of the Evil One. Vainly did Partridge en- 
deavour to persuade the world that he was still alive. The Company of 
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Stationers struck him from their rolls. Partridge then took to advertising in 
the papers protesting that he was alive, ‘‘ not only now alive, but was also 
alive on the 29th of March in question.’’ Several other pamphlets followed, 
but the best was Swift’s Vindication of Isaac Bickerstaff. It is a masterpiece 
of grave, ironical expostulation, and pretends to convict Partridge of the futile 
absurdity of arguing that he is still living.
